Johnson spoke of various unknown factors in making such an 
estimate, then said: 
“This money for the Korean operation is based on its running 
the normal course of what it might take for us (I) to stabilize, (2) 
to build up the necessary equipment to go forward, and going for­ 
ward. in accordance with the planning of the joint chiefs of staff, 
and General MacArthur, to the 38th parallel. 
“The Korean situation, I hope, is a six or eight months* proposi­ 
tion.”

In Korean War 


Army Dismantling 
Recalled By Childs 


By MARQUIS CHILDS 
W A S H IN G T O N — If the poison 
exuded on the Senate 
floor 
by 
Senator Kenneth W herry of N e­ 
braska is a sample of Republican 
campaign oratory, then the coun­ 
try is in for a bad time this fall. 
A ll hope of unity w ill be destroy­ 
ed in a savage dog eat dog attack 
that w ill leave “ victory” a pretty 
empty thing. 
The 
psychologist 
says that a 
sense of guilt produces a desire to 
find a scapegoat; 
to hit out at 
someone else with a blind anger. 
It ’s about time to face up to the 
fact that for the tragedy of Korea 
and for our present defenseless­ 
ness there is more than enough 
blame to go around. 
Overwhelming Power 
The 
fifth 
anniversary of V - J 
day has come and gone as though 
it has never been. 
Perhaps w e 
preferred to forget that mood of 
exaltation and the aftermath in 
which the clamor to “ Bring the 
boys home” drowned out every­ 
thing else. 
Am erica had in being on V - J day 
m ilitary 
power of overwhelm ing 
weight everyw here in the world. 
That power was dismantled with a 
speed that was fantastically 
de­ 
structive. If you want to go back 
to original sin to explain our pres­ 
ent plight, there it is. 
A brief glance at the record w ill 
show that almost every politician, 
both Republican 
and 
Democrat, 
joined in that cry to “ Brin g the 
boys home." W asn’t the w ar over? 
General 
George 
CA 
M arshall, 
xvho was chief of state of the arm y 
until Novem ber of 1945, realized 
how destructive and costly this 
immediate dismantling would be. 
So 
did 
some others who under­ 
stood what a power vacuum would 
be left if Am erican force in being 
was taken apart while Russia kept 
her legions armed and strategical­ 
ly placed. 
But these were the “ brass hats.” 
They wanted to keep the boys in 
service so they could retain their 
wartim e rank. W hy, if you let ’em, 
they’d take the country over. So 
went the political cry. 
A few men in political life spoke 
up for what they believed to be 
the truth about the 
dismantling 
that was proceeding at disastrous 
speed. 
One 
was 
Representative 
Jam es W adsworth of Nexv York, 
xvho is now retiring after 30 years 
of distinguished 
and 
honorable 
service in the Senate 
and 
the 
House. 
A little later Wadsworth 
was one of the few Republicans to 
xvork actively for adoption of u n i­ 
versal 
m ilitary 
training 
when 
President 
Trum an recommended 
it following a report by a special 
commission of inquiry. 
President 
Truman, who placed 
great faith in General M arsh all’s 
advice, made some effort to stem 
Hie dism antling tide. A revealing 
incident comes to mind out of this 
period. 
One of the nationally broadcast 


commentators 
was 
w orking 
Hic 
“ Brin g the boys home” theme as 
bard as possible. He personally d i­ 
rected the collecting and signing 
of G I petitions to come home. 
At 
the end of a press conference he 
sought to present these petitions 
to Truman. This was the signal for 
the president to let 
loose 
some 
earthy Missouri language to the 
effect that he didn’t w ant any of 
the blankety-blank petitions. 
There is some evidence that the 
“ Bring the boys home” drive was 
egged 
on 
by 
Communists. 
But 
very little inspiration was needed, 
since it fitted the tem per of the 
time. We all wanted our sons back 
to get them into college, into the 
fam ily business, into jobs. W asn’t 
the w ar over? 
Some Republicans in 1946 went 
so tar as to hint that the Trum an 
administration wanted 
to 
keep 
“ the 
boys” 
overseas because it 
would be harder for them to cast 
a ballot against the party in pow­ 
er. In the election that fall, 
the 
p arty out of power captured con­ 
trol of both Senate 
and 
House. 
Undoubtedly one reason was be­ 
cause the Republican had capital­ 
ized successfully on 
the 
discon­ 
tents growing out of demobiliza­ 
tion and the afterm ath of a ter­ 
rible war.

About Sweden 


Rev. Anderson Tells 
Of European Trip 


That Sweden has made 
great 
strides 
in 
social 
w elfare 
wa,-, 
stressed by Rex-. John P. A nder­ 
son, pastor of 
the 
Evangelical 
Covenant church, in a 
talk 
to 
members of the K iw an is club yes­ 
terday. 
Rev. Anderson has just 
returned from a txvo month trip 
to Sxveden. 
Sweden 
socializes 
children’s 
welfare, giving 
65 
crowns 
or 
about $25 quarterly to parents for 
each child, said Rev. Anderson. 
Patients in Swedish hospitals pay 
only one croxvn a day, the gov­ 
ernment takes care ot the rest. 
Everyone in Sweden receives a 
pension of 1200 to 1600 crowns a 
year depending on residence in 
rural or urban areas. 
This pen­ 
sion plan includes even tho king. 
A ctual exchange value of the 
dollar in Sweden is 5 crowns and 
15 ore. 
Rationing of alcoholic beverages 
is extrem ely strict, explained Rev. 
Anderson, adding that in his two 
months stay in Sweden he hadn’t 
seen one person drunk. 
D rivers 
found under the influence of al­ 
cohol twice, lose their licenses for 
good. 
Taxes Are Dish 
Automobiles are com paratively 
scarce in Sxveden. 
Gasoline is 
very 
expensive. 
Each 
Swedish 
fam ily has about four 
or 
five 
bikes. 
Taxes are very high, because of 
the socialization measures. 
25 per 


cent of an average salary goes to 
the government and about 50 per 
cent of a high salary, 
Large cor­ 
porations and the extrem ely w eal­ 
thy are hardest hit.

Swedish

quired under law to have a medi­

Children are picked up, taken to
